LT admire firmness, and when the occasion 
demands it our public functionaries ought to ase 
the language of complaint and expostulation, 
lav, even that of crimination, but then it ought 
to be cone io terms which are decorous.

Mr. Livermore opposed the third section of 
the bill. He remarked that the articles exported 
rom the United States, cotton, tobacco, rice,
